I w ish to 
point out th at in svery act, every loan, 
every sale of bonds since 1869 this gov- 
em m en has dem anded gold. 
And now 
are w e to refuse to pay these obligations 
in th e sam e coin w e received for them ? 
If th is question is fairly presented and 
understood by the people no honest man 
w ill say w e should pay' in any coin 
other than that we received.” 
Mr. Sherm an read the law of 1869 
solem nly pledging the faith of the gov­ 
ernm ent to pay in coin. W hat coin, he 
asked, wrns existin g in th at tim e, and 
w hat coin w as m eant 
by 
the 
law 
m akers? It w as gold, w hich at that 
tim e w as the only standard coin. Gold 
w as the only posible “coin” in contem ­ 
plation at th at tim e. 
Mr. Sherm an took up the 4% bonds is­ 
sued by Secretary of the T reasury Mor- 
ril and read the langu age th at the pro- 
ceds from them w ere to be “paid in 
gold.”

Appropriations 
Committee 
Has 
Too 
Mach Labor. 
W ashington, Feb. 19.—In a recent 
speech Senator Dubois gave intim ation 
of a change in the rules of the senate. 
He said it had becom e very evident that 
the senate com m ittee on appropriations 
w as becom ing overworked, and the tim e 
had arrived when the duties of that 
com m ittee should be lightened by hav­ 
ing the various appropriation bills di­ 
vided am ong those com m ittees which 
have 
jurisdiction 
over 
the 
subjects 
treated in them . T his of course caused 
som ething of a stir in the appropria­ 
tions com m ittee. 
Beyond all question 
this com m ittee is the m ost powerful in 
the senate. 
It handles every appro­ 
priation bill except the river and har­ 
bor bill, and this is only a biennial 
m easure. In every other direction it is 
suprem e. 
If a senator desires to se­ 
cure an am endm ent to any of the vari­ 
ous bills he is obliged to introduce it, 
then refer it to the com m ittee having 
jurisdiction of the subject w hen appro­ 
priations are not concerned, and then 
have it reported and referred to the ap­ 
propriations com m ittee to be incorpor­ 
ated in the proper bill. 
T his w as the 
course pursued w ith the am endm ent ap­ 
propriating $500,000 for the H aw aiian 
cable, as well a s a rundred other am end­ 
m ents, proposed this session. 
Since the speech of Senator Dubois 
the feeling in the m atter has grow n as 
it has been talked about, and a proposi­ 
tion to change th e rules in th is particu­ 
lar is sure to m eet w ith favor. 
It is 
proposed th at all apprec ia tio n bills, 
sa v e those know n as the general bills 
treating of all subjects shall he referred 
to and handled by the ccfcnmlttees as 
follow s: 
A griculture—To the com m ittee on a g ­ 
riculture. 
Fortifications—To the com m ittee on 
coast defense 
R ivers and harbors—A s now, to the 
com m ittee on com m erce. 
D istrict of Colum bia—To the D is­ 
trict of Colum bia com m ittee. 
Diplom atic and consular—To the com ­ 
m ittee on foreign relations. 
Indian—To the com m ittee on Indian 
affaire. 
Arm y and navy, 
m ilitary 
academ y 
bills—To the com m ittee on m ilitary a f­ 
faire. 
N a v a l—To the com m ittee on naval a f­ 
faire. 
Pensions—To the com m ittee on pen­ 
sions. 
Postoffices—To the com m ittee on post- 
offices and post roads. 
T his would leave the legislative, ex­ 
ecutive, sundry civil and all deficiency 
bills to be handled by the com m ittee on 
appropriations, and by those w ho favor 
the change it is asserted that this will 
be am ple for th at com m ittee.

“H as the senator lost sight of the 
fa ct,” asked Mr. W alcott, “that the sec 
retary of the treasury has reported to 
us th at he h as usd $105,000,000 of th at 
gold for current expenses?’ 
T his did not divert Mr. Gray from his; 
line of argum ent as to the gold w ith 
draw els for export and for hoarding at 
home. 
“R ight here I w ant to ask." said Mr.

Slender women who have a full neck 
and shoulders may wear any fashion of 
decolletage. 
Fur those who have not a 
high bust the pointed style is particularly 
suitable. The display of the entire shoul­ 
ders, as in tho 1830 fashion, with the mid­ 
dle of tho decolletage pointed, may be in ­ 
dulged in only by women whose shoulders 
are perfect. If the shoulder is too pointed, 
a bretelle of velvet will be becoming. 
Women who have small but well round­ 
ed shoulders and are otherwise slenderly 
developed will find the round decolletage 
most favorable or the square style not too 
much 
emphasized. 
They should add 
berthas, ruffles and bows to set off the 
neck and shoulders and to give the waist 
its proper proportion. 
A drawing string should be run in the 
top of all low corsages to keep them close 
to the figure. If tho shoulders are exceed­ 
ingly thin, but the formal necessity for a 
low cut gown prevails, a drapery of tulle 
may bo skillfully arranged to veil every­ 
thing except the neck. 
In this case the 
top of the sleeves should rise a little above 
the shoulders. 
The gown illustrated is of blue satin 
and white silk dotted tulle. 
The trim ­ 
ming consists of bunches and trails of 
wood violets, a combination of tints not 
likely to be generally favored. 
The tulle 
bodice is made over white silk.

Luther Clark. 
After a long and a brave struggle 
for life, Luther Clark breathed his 
last at his home at 12:30 o'clock this 
morning, aged 69 years. 
There were 
few men in Janesville who were bet­ 
ter known than Mr. Clark. 
He had 
been engaged in the business of con­ 
tracting and building fcr many years, 
during which time he made for him­ 
self a reputation as a man as well as a 
mechanic. 
He was popular with all 
classes; his employes admired him for 
bis generosity and complete knowledge 
of his business, while the men who 
employed him knew him as a thorough 
business man, worthy of the fullest 
confidence and appreciative of the 
smallest friendliness or favor.
